Section 2, of chapter 849, of the
tor a4 laws . general laws of 1883, is hereby amended by adding
T asagnee to said section the following: Andin case any
auachments,  writ of attachment shall be levied upon the prop-
erty of the debtor within. sixty days prior to the
execution of such assignment, the assignee may
appear in the action in which the attachment
issued, and in the name of the debtor, traverse by
answer or otherwise tue affidavit or any part
thereof on which such writ of attachment 1ssued,
and the verification of the answey traversing such
affidavit, made upon information and belief, shall
be sufficient. All costs and expenses incurred by
the assignee in traversing the aftidavit and the
trial thereunder shall be paid out of the estate of
the assignor, to be allowed and determined by the
court; and such court may in its discretion allow

or refuse such costs.
SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
